‘Right of City Clerk or of

500 Citizens Questioned.

Councilman Jesse B. Lee, who 
some time ago enrolled with the 
recall signers, yesterday refused to 
allow his name to remain longer 
among the recall signatures on the 
ground that the committee had to 
“resort to the registered negro vote 
in order to get the required num- 
ber.” 

His card, which was sent to City 
Clerk Walter Taylor, follows: 

“On account of the recall commit- 
tee having to resort to the regis- 
tered negro vote in order to get the 
required number of signatures to 
recall the seven commissioners that 
voted to demote Beavers, I hereby 
request that my name be taken off 
the recall list. 


(Signed) “JESSE B. LEE.“ 


Now that it has developed that over 
five hundred citizens signed the recall 
petitions whose names appear on the 
registration, but who have not paid 
their city taxes, the right of either the 
city clerk or the city council to purge 
the registration list before an election 
is called has been brought into ques- 
tion. 

The city attorney holds that the city 


elerk cannot purge the registration list. 


What action council takes remains to 
be seen when the report of the city 
clerk is submitted on Saturday.

The anonymous warnings, based on 
anti-negro sentiment inthis section are 
now in the possession of Cherokee offi- 
cials and are now believed to have been 
subterfuges to mask the motives of the 
incendiaries, Evidence has been se- 
cured by W. R. Joyner, state fire in- 
spector, and Sheriff J.- P. Spears dis- 
proving the “night rider“ theories. The 
question of arrests depends upon fur- 
their developments.

Attorney Allen closed by saying that 
Mrs. Godbee at the time she committed 
the killing was possessed of what in 
Biblical days would have been called 
“an evil spirit—the evil spirit of a dis- 
ordered mind.”

London, December 9.— The speech in 
the reichstag-of.the imperial chancellor, 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, reviewing 
the military, political and economic 
progress of events, and his reply to a 
socialist interpellation declining to ini- 
tiate peace negotiations, were the fea- 
ture of the day’s news throughout Eu- 
rope. 

Following closely Premier Asquith’s 
somewhat similar reply to a.question 
in the house of commons by Philip 
Snowden, socialist, the chancellor's 
speech has completely dashed any hopes 
the peace advocates may have held on 
an early termination of the war. It 
caused no surprise, however, the great 
bulk of the people here, who, like the 
governments, believe in the ultimate 
victory of the entente allies, and ex- 
press the determination to continue to 
fight until victory is attained. 

As far as the entente allied countries 
are concerned, 
change desired is one which would in- 
sure a more ‘vigorous prosecution of 
the war, but this, like peace, will have 
to await events, for the wiigie campaign 
is entering a new phase.

RIGHTS VIOLATED 
IN TAKING GERMANS 
FROM U. S. VESSELS 


Washington, December 9.—4A German 
seaman aboard an American vessel 
on the high seas is immune from ar- 
rest by Germany's enemies, in the view 
of the state ye oy unless it can 
‘be shown that he is an active member 
of the German naval or military forces. 

Department officials made this clear 
today in commenting informally on 
news dispatches that five Germans had 
been forcibly removed from the Amer- 
lican merchantmen Coamo and Carolina 
by the French cruiser Descartes. 

The department tonight had no of- 
ficial advices on the seizures and until 
such advices are received no action will 
j be taken. Officials pointed out, how- 
ever, that the United States was on 
record as asserting in positive terms 
the immunity of persons of whatever 
nationality alboard American ships. 
This position was taken as recently as 
November, 1914, in a successful pro- 


test against the action of a French 
cruiser in forcibly removing August 
Pipenbrink, a German, from the Amer- 
ican steamship . Windber.

The Porto Rico liner Coamo, an Ameri- 
can ship, was stopped this morning by 
the French cruiser Déscartes, which 
took into custody four German fire- 
men.

“It is evident,” said Mayor E. A. Me- 
Qandless, of Canton, “that the ‘fire- 
bugs’ cunningly took advantage of the 
recent racial disturbances in Forsyth 
(the county. adjoining Cherokee) to 
mask their depredations. 


Sent Warnings to Mislead. 

“The warnings that are alleged to 
have ‘been sent the owners of three of 
the burned buildings were designed to 
mislead. the’ authorities into believing 
the fires was the work of a band seek- 
ing to rid Cherokee of negroes, as in 
Forsyth county. 

“Consequently the public was thrown 
into a state of fright. The outside 
people were led to believe that a reign 
of lawlessness was spreading over 
Cherokee county. Negroes became pan- 
ic-stricken in many instances, and al- 
though I doubted the ‘night rider’ theo- 
ry from the first, nothing has ever 
pleased me more than the findings of 
the investigators that no such band ex- 
ists.” 

Since Monday night the police force 
of Canton has been greatly increased. 
Every important locality of the com- 
munity is patrolled. A curfew law has 
been inaugurated, and after 11 o’clock 
the wayfarer who cannot give a sat- 
isfactory account for himself is in a 
bad way to proceed turther upon his 
way. Civic preparedness is Canton's 
dominant motive. Hardly a home, 
hardly a concern that doesn’t boast its 
shotgun or Winchester. Night watchmen 
are Being employed in great numbers. 

Preparedness is the order of the day 
to prevent a _ repetition of Sunday 
night’s disastrous fires, when the two 
barns of Gus Coggins were burned to 
the ground, killing 163 head of live 
stock. Although theories are many 
and different, Mr. Coggins, one of the 
wealthiest planters and stock breeders 
In the community., now believes that 
the destruction of his property was ac- 
cidental. 


Conflicting Theories. 


Others, however, conflict. The sim- 
llarity of the origin of flames in the 
two Barn and the tracking by blood- 
hounds of a man who evidently fled 
from ther burning building through the 
adjoining bottom lands,” circling back 
into the driveway leading from the 
river to the Coggins home, is taken as 
evidence that the fire was of incendiary 
source, 

“I wouldn't be at all surprised,” Mr. 
Coggins stated today, “if the fire was 
ignited by defective insulation, or by 
rats. The main barn had recently been 
used as @ dance hall for the community 
folks, and I had wired it with electric 
lights for the occasion. 

“The wires ran through ¢hat part of 
the barn used to stay hay and food- 
stuffs. A rat, gnawing at the insula-

tion, could ave easily ignited the 
highly-inflammable hay. The second 
barn 3 caught from the 
flames of the main building. The for- 
mer did not burn so rapidly but that ‘I 
was able to rescue the prize animal of 
the collection.” 

The prize animal is “Sledmere,” a race 
horse, valued at $1,500, and a winner of 
many race course awards. 

Oceupants of nearly homes, however, 
say that the flames sprang from both 
buildings at almost the same moment. 
The loss in the Coggins fire far over- 
balanced the insurance, says the owner, 
163. head of live stock were burned to 
death, with a great quantity of food- 
stuffs and farm machinery. The loss 
is estimated at $75,000 or more, while 
the insurancé is only $30,000. 

Charles W. Phillips, state agent of 
the Home Fire Insurance company, of 
New York, was in Canton this afternoon 
investigating the Coggins fire. 


Had Received Warning. 


Guy Stringer, whose barn and res- 
idence were burned early Monday, re- 
turned to Canton this morning. He was 
in south Georgia at the time of the fire, 
and was not apprised of it until Wed- 
nesday afternoon. The insurance upon 
his property amounted to 36,950, dis- 
tributed in three insurance concerns. 

Stringer told of three warnings he 
had received regarding negroes em- 
ployed. upon his place. They had come 
within the past month, he said, one 
but a day or so before he left for south 
8 threatening him with arson if 
he did not obey the demand to get rid 
of his black employees. 

Neither warning, he said, was sign- 
ed. One was found at the spring used 
by the negro residents of his farm. It 
was inserted in a hickory with a box 
of burned match stems, and read: 

“Get out quick!” 

Disregarding the warnings, he ex- 
plained he had destroyed them upon 
receipt. 

“The fact that the graded mules in 
the Stringer and Sherman barns were 
substituted by plugs,“ isaid Sheriff 
Spears, is proof that the fires were 
ignited for either theft or personal gain 
of some criminal sort. I am sure we 
will be able to apprehend the perpe- 
trators whenever we locate the stolen 
mules.” : ‘ 2 

Whether accidental or by purpose, 
officials are at a loss to explain the 
Coggins fire. Mr. Coggins declared to 
newspaper men that he knew of no 
personal enmity at could have im- 
pelled a vengeance so severe,

Washington, December 9.—Secretary 
Daniels announced today that contracts 
for the construction of battleships Nos. 
43 and 44, authorized by the last con- 
gress, had been awarded to the New 
York and Mare Island navy yards, re- 
spectively, their bids being: New York, 
$7,690,925; Mare Island, $7,413,156. 

The decision to build the ships in 
the government yards was reached at 
a conference between President WII- 
son and Secretary Daniels. 

All bids submitted by private con- 
cerns exceeded the cost fixed by con- 
gress for construction of the vessels. 

The secretary announced that he 
would ask congress to authorize the 
equipment of the navy yard at Phila- 
@elphia for battleship construction at 
a cost of approximately $1,000,000 in 
erder to be better prepared for in- 
creased building program contem- 
plated in the administration defense 
plans. 

' Keels of battleships Nos. 43 and 44, 
Mr. Daniels said, could be laid in Au- 
gust or September of next year. The 
battleship California, now building at 
the New York yard, wi!! be off the 
ways by that time. 

The Mare Island estimate included 
several hundred thousand dollars for 
enlarging stocks to take a 32,000-ton 
ship. Material for this work will be 
purchased immediately and contracts 
for the structural steel of both ships 
probably will be awarded tomorrow. 

In submitting its estimates the New 
York yard proposed to build either a

~AFRONTS ON DANES 


Bitter Feeling Is Said to Exist 
in Schleswig-Holstein, 
Denmark.

Copenhagen. — (Correspondence ot 
the Associated Press.) — Remarkable 
reports are in circuiation here in the 
Danish capital regarding the treat- 
ment of the Danish population in the 
north of Schleswig -Hoistein, the Ger- 
man province which borders on Den- 
mark and which was formerly Danish 
territory. There are still over a hun- 
dred thousand inhabitants in this Ger- 
man territory, and ever since they 
came under Prussian rule there have 
been charges that the Danes suffered 
persecution, although for some years 
before the outbreak of the European 
war the trouble had nearly ceased. oo 
is now charged that the Danes are 
meeting with new affronts, which are 
bitterly resented, since a great number 
of the Danes have fought with great 
bravery and distinction as part of the 
German army im the present war. It 
is said that German commanders have 
been drawing up certain black-lists 
of the Danish South Jutlanders, and 
that these persons are being punished 
with a severity out of proportion to 
the offenses committed. 

When war began, South Jutland, or 
the north of the province of Schleswig- 
Holstein, was placed under a military 
rule which superseded the authority of 
the high bailiff. -One of the first 
measures taken by this military com- 
mand was to send 300 South Jutland- 
ers to prison. It is charged that many 
of these persons were awakened in 
the middle of the night and rushed 
off to the jail scantily clad. is 
declared that the arrests were made 
on tenuous and imaginative evidence, 
such as the fact that a large number 
of fishermen who were arrested were 
put in prison because they possessed 
boats in which it was thought that 
men eligible for military service would 
try to escape. Many of these fisher- 
men were over 70 years old, and one 
of these old men, who has four sons 
and three sons-in-law serving in the 
German army, complains that he was

Atlanta manufacturing establishments 
used during the year raw materials valued 
at approximately $23,000,000, and converted 
them into finished products worth double 
that sum. 

Atlanta’s manufacturing growth in the 


has been of the most substantial and lasting 
kind. It is indicative of Atlanta’s splendid 
location as a manufacturing center, both 
with regard to transportation facilities and 
the convenience and accessibility of. raw 


material supplies. 


These figures should afford splendid en- 
couragement to those Atlantans who, 
through the chamber of commerce and its 
industrial bureau, are engaged in the work 
of attracting to this city and section new 
plants and new investments. 


RURAL CREDITS NEEDED. 

A definite and well established system of 
rural credits is now both a party promise 
and a national need. 

Rural credits .were promised the nation 
in the Baltimore platform of 1912. Three 
years have passed and there is yet no defi- 
nite achievement. While the country has 
had serious questions before it, national and 
international, there has been nothing which 
could justifiably have prevented impartial 
commission investigation of rural credit 
plans, with a view to providing a basis for 
early congressional action. 

Another congress is in session. It is the 
last that will assemble before the next presi- 
dential election. Considering the Baltimore 
promise, it becomes a matter of party expe- 
diency and party duty to take prompt and 
active step in this direction. 

President Wilson has made it clear that 
he will give his active and hearty support 
to rural credit legislation such as will pro- 
vide for farm loans to the extent of 50 per 
cent of the value of the agricultural lands 
offered as security. A measure upon these 
lines has been prepared and is soon to be 
introduced in the national house of repre- 
sentatives. Whatever view may be taken of 
this measure as it is tentatively drawn, cer- 
tainly it can be made the basis for the enact- 
ment, before the session closes,.of substan- 
tial and efficient rural credit legislation. 
Under the present system it is difficult at 
best for the average American farmer, and 
particularly the farmers of the south, to get 
the money they need in the extension and 
development of their business. Ruinous 
rates of interest have often been charged 
them. There is evidence, recently made pub- 
lic; of interest as high as 100 per cent and 
more having been charged to farmers, not in 
one, but in many states, by national banks 
located in the remote country districts; nor 
is there doubt but that many farmers have 
had similar experience with some of the 
state banks. 

It is government duty to make extortion 
of this sort impossible. Not only should it 
be a penal offense, but whether penalized or 
not, national and state laws should be such 
that no money lender or money-lending in- 
stitution could even secretly put such bur- 
den upon the American producer. 0 

Nothing could be more effective in the 
complete elimination of this extortion, and 
even of the possibility of it, than a well 
‘organized and well-administered rural credit 
system. It would both remove the opportu- 
nity for extortionate interest charges and 
would, at the same time, create a confidence 
on the part of the producer that will prove 
of immense value in the strengthening of 


tions. 

Both necessity and party promise should 
be met. The democratic majority has an un- 
questioned duty before it which it cannot 


afford to ignore.

BUILDINGS IN PARKS | 


(The following is the eighth of a series of 
papers prepared at the request and by the 
authority of the Joseph Habersham chapter, 
Daughters of the American Revolution.) 


All praise and co-operation for those who 
are bending their efforts to give us a high 
school, but we would do well to make haste 
slowly in so important a matter. I am glad 
the strip“ idea has been abandoned. Who 
ever heard of a university on a “strip?” 
Clark Howell said in one of his arguments 
that the school would not eneroach upon the 
park enough to matter—in other words, leav- 
ing the inference that the children would 
stick to their side of the fence. That being 
the case, as Mr. Nutting wisely said, why not 
sell the strip for $2,000 an acre and buy a 
few more strips? But that is not so. The 
children weuld swarm over everything, and 
we want them to swarm. Which reminds me 
of a good story: During the war a famous 
surgeon, father of eleven children, coming 
here to live, leased one of our best houses, 
with a fine lawn. His landlady, watching 
these youngsters disport themselves, wrote 
the surgeon politely that they were ruining 
her grass. His reply was brief: ‘‘Madam, I 
am not raising grass, I am raising children.” 
We are raising children, and we want them 
to have ample playgrounds, and if possible 
a dignified campus, with trees. and grass, 
and by all means a stadium. So there would 
be no room for all this on the strip“ even 
if they could get it, which they cannot. There 
are plenty of eligible sites to be had com- 
prising every advantage, only they cannot 
be too central. A large majority of high 
school pupils have to take a car, sooner 
or later, and a long haul costs no more than 
a short haul. Any number of such places 
have been offered to me at reasonable prices 
and on easy terms, perhaps for the reason 

I know of 
no other reason. 
Parks. 

I read with profound astonishment the 
statement of Mr. Guinn, the superintendent 
gf education, one of our leaders of thought 
and developers of young citizens, that he 
stood for an hoyr in a park and didn’t see 
a human being, and he thought parks ought 
to be made useful 4nd not have all that ground 
wasted. It is difficult fo comprehend that 
state of mind, or to attack that point of view, 
and quite impossible to argue against it in 
this wonderful age, when the great tentacles 


of fhe thought of the world are reaching. 


out like lobsters’ claws, drawing the human 
race into an universal brotherhood and open- 
ing avenues for the enjoyment of the beau- 
tiful things that were placed here for otr 
enjoyment. There is nothing new about 
parks. The groves were God’s first temples. 
But people are beginning to use them and 
enjoy them as never before. But when the 
Superintendent of education advocates a 
33 of a school on a piece of a park, we 
o not seem to advance much in the realm 
of the beautiful, which is, after all, 
quently only the realm of common sense. 


Uses for Parks. 


The up-to-date park contains more than 


trees and flowers, more than monkeys and 
parrots, it is true, but never schools. I saw 
no university in the 14,000-acre park at 
San Diego, such as described by Mr. Howell, 
though drove there frequently. The park 
is only two years old, om,made ground. 
What visitor to the large cities fails to re- 
call the wonder, the presen. the immeas- 
urable enlargement of vision, which eomes 
to those who go into the palaces devoted 
to history, music, art and Kindred themes, 
where the poorest may go and refresh them- 
selves, although they are not able to buy 
a bag of peanuts for the elephant. From 
Hyde Park, with its Albert Hall; Kensington 
gardens, with its expositions, and Crystal pal- 
ace, with its great organ, down to our own 
Central Park in New York, all parks in cities 
have a few beautiful buildings dedicated to 
culture, in addition to the 200. Would it not 
be grand if here in Atlanta, in one of our 
parks, we could have an art center? 

Suppose that in the beginning of Atlanta 
have the courthouse, 
the — hall, the postoffice and the Hbrary 
all facing a hollow square, for a civic cen- 
ter, who would be proud of it today? THat 
may never be, although Chicago is spending 
11588 000 doing it, n Francisco has spent 

13,000,000 and Philadelphia’ as much more. 
Now, how easy it would be for our city 
to arrange an art center in one of the parks, 
since we have only the zoo as it is, contain* 
ing a museum of art, one of history, a suita- 
ble building to house our grand organ and 
another for amusements. e board of edu- 
cation has more to do than merely arrange 
the school houses. The board of education of 
the city of New York has daily free lec- 
n such places on all subjects. The 
ham chapter has arranged a series of 
ustrated lectures on many scientific 
— educational subjects of vast interest.

New York, December 9.—Important 
and unexpected developments have oc- 
curred in the government investiga- 
tion into the alleged activities of Franz 
von Rintelen and associates to incite 
strikes in munition factories, it was 
learned today from federal officials.

nesses would appear. it was stated 
at the federal building today that

It 
was officially admitted that certain 
German and Austrian consuls may be 
mentioned in the report of the grand 
jury. It was also stated that one of 
the subjects which has been given close’ 
attention by the jurors was the strike 
at the General Electric company’s 
works at Schenectady lagt summer. 
Twelve thousand workers were involv- 
ed in this strike, which lasted several 


weeks. 

The General Electric cqmpany has 
large contracts with the alfies for mu- 
nitions.

galleries. The American ambassador, 
James W. Gerard, was among the dip- 
lomats present. The great audience 
also included the Duke of Mecklenburg, 
Admiral von Tirpitz, minister of ma- 
rine; Gottlieb von Jagow, minister of 
foreign affairs; Count Zeppelin, Dr. Al- 
fred Zimmerman, under-secretary for 
foreign affairs, and Dr. Karl Helf- 
ferich, secretary of the imperial treas- 
ury, and former director of the 
Deutsche bank. 

In his review of the military situ- 
ation the chancellor said: 

In order to induce Bulgaria to fight 
for the entente, Serbia was asked to 
make a territorial concession to which 
she was not inclined. Thus our ene- 
mies remained at variance. The justi- 
fied nationa: demands of Bulgaria in 
Macedonia after the last Balkan war 
were considerably restricted in favor 
of Serbia. Left in the lurch Ly Russia, 
Bulgaria, who bore the main burden 
of the war, had to see the fruits of her 
victories fall to her Serbian neighbor. 
Serbia was to be given preference be- 
fore all others because she was to be 
advanced as the power against Aus- 
tria-Hungary. 

“Now King Ferdinand has redeemed 
the pledge which he made to his peo- 
ple at e end of the second Balkan 
war—that the Bulgarian colors which 
then, after glorious fighting but se- 
vere’ disappointment were folded up, 
should be flying free over the country 
lost at that time. 


Decision of Serbia. 


‘Serbia, instead of seeking an un- 
derstanding to save the country from 
the sacrifices of a fresh campaign, de- 
cided not only to oppose the united 
erman and Aus- 
tro-Hungarian armies, but also to at- 
tack her eastern neighbors, 

*Our troops have tought in the Ser- 
bian mountains Drilliantly, overcoming 
all hardships. We tender to them our 
warm thanks, as well as to our old 
loyat Austro-Hungarian comrades and 
to Our newly won friend, the Bulga- 
rian army, which, by our side, is win- 
ning its due place in the Balkans. 

“With heroic bravery the Turks 
have held watch over the Dardanelles, 
the fall of which Mr. a prope - 
sied in the summer. Today the r- 
danelles stand firmer than ever. Also 
at Bagdad the Turks have given a per- 
ceptible blow to the English. 

“The opening of the way to the Near 
this war. Direct military connection 
with Turkey is of inestimable value; 
. the imports from the Ball- 
kans complete our supplies in most 
welcome mannér. Prospects, moreover, 
for the future are full of promise. 

“Thanks to the foresighted policy of 
King Ferdinand, a firm bridge has 
been constructed between the indis- 
solubly allied kaiser powers, the Bal- 
kans and the Near ast. After the 
conclusion of peace this bridge will 
not resound with the tread of march- 
ing battalions, but will serve for works 
of peace and culture.’ 

Vigorous applause followed this re-

“Arbitrarily England and France be- 
gin disembarking troops at Saloniki 
and proceeded with the landin 
of the energetic protests of the Greek 
government. Now they are behaving 
there as masters of the country. We 
are now witnessing the interesting 
a per of how the combatants of 

russiam militarism employed the domi- 
nating power of the British fleet as a 
brutal menace to compel the Greek 
government to violate its duties as a 
neutral : 

“At first, the promise of benevolent 
neutrality was extracted. When the 
principle was admitted they proceeded 
to interpret it. From Greece was de- 
manded the withdrawal of all Greek 
troops from Saloniki and its sur- 
roundings, free disposal of the port for 
establishing defensive measures, the 
transference of the Greek railways and 
roads to the frontier for military trans- 
ports and freedom for military meas- 
ures of all kind in Greek territorial 
waters. That is what the entent under- 
stands by benevolent neutrality. 

“The Greek government, despite the 
difficult situation, is resolved to con- 
tinue to preserve the neutrality which 
corresponds to its desire and which 
takes into consideration the dignity, 
independence and interests of Greece. 
The matter is not yet concluded. 

“With cunning stage management 
England impressed on the world the 
idea that in noble unselfishness it took 
up arms for the sake of a violated 
Belgium and was called upon to in- 
flict punishment on Germany for this 
act of violence. England succeeded in 


making capital of that. but in time she 


had to give up Belgium as the motive 
for war.” 


Motives of England. 


“It became publicly known, too, that 
Great. Britain’s encircling policy, which 
had been carried out without previous 
knowledge of E and the as- 
sumption of obligations toward France, 
which was chained to Russia, had so 
bound the hands of the British cabinet 
that when Russian mobilization un- 
chained the war, Sir Edward Grey re- 
solved to join in it, whether willingly 
or reluctantly, I offer no opinion. The 
Times newspaper was the first to admit 
that Belgium was not England’s mo- 
tive for war. All the more persistently 
did England continue to denounce us to 
the neutral world as a treaty-breaking, 
nation, lusting for power and compell- 
ing the world to submit to its milita- 
rism, which might be destroyed. 

“Whoever pursues a policy of oppres- 
sion, such as the entente is now pursu- 
ing toward Greece, can no longer play 
the hypocrite. This weshall repeat be- 
fore the wold as often as England tries 
to hide her true feathers behind a cloud 
or calumny. 

In an a@@ticle on November 13, The 
Westminster Gazette openly admitted 
that England had taken up arms against 
Germany because that was the only 
way in which Germany could be mas- 
tered. The world knows now at least 
the reason for which, at England’s com- 
morta’ this murder of nations con- 

nues.“ 


German Military Situation. 


Reverting to the military situation, 
the chancellor said: . 

“In the * Our troops, with the Aus- 
tro-Hungarfans, are occuping a far ad- 
vanced and well consolidated defense. 
The position of Russia is always ready 
for a further advance. In the west it is 
true the French and British, with the 
greatest defiance of death, have 
squeezed in our front at some points, 
but the irruption, which at all costs 
was to be forced, failed, as all pre- 
vious attempts had failed. 

“The Austro-Hungarian defensive po- 
sitions against Italy are firmly intact. 
In Austria's heroic defense against 
continual attacks, the Italians have 
been répulsed with 1 loss of life. 
Italy shoots to ruins peaceful towns 
whose deliverance she made her task. 
This will hardly compensate her for her 
military failures. 

“In Igium the economical situation 
is almost normal. Industry and com- 
merce have been n money 
matters have been regulated; the post 
railways and shipping roads are in op- 
eration; the production of coal is in- 
creasing and reached in the last quar- 
ter almost three. and a half million 
tons. Unemployment is being checked, 
but it is impossible to bring the labor 
market to its normal state, because 
England is strangling Belgium in- 
dustry by closing its overseas export. 

“In Poland, Lithuania and Courland 
we found terrible destruction caused 
7? f the Russians—a state of complete 
dissolution. We created new police and 
municipal laws and sanitary organiza- 
tions. Never in history when so many 
millions are fighting in a life or death 
struggle has so much peaceful work 
been accomplished behind the. front. 


Have Sufficient Food. 


“Economically we have sufficient pro- 
visions if rightly distributed. This is a 
fundamental determining factor. The 
enemy for important foodstuffs is pay- 
ing higher prices than we. 

‘From our military and economical 
situation our enemies conclude that we 
are near an immediate collapse and are 
begging for peace.. To Prince von Bue- 
low in Switzerland; Dr. Solf, at The 
Hague; Prince Maximilian, of Baden, 
at Stockholm, and Cardinal ven Hart- 
mann at Rome, were attributed mis- 
sions to mediate for peace. They also 
said, after our Serbian successes, that 
the German emperor was going to Con- 
stantinople in order to dictate peac 
from there.

For this purpose there had been in- 
stalled the idea that Germany could be 
starved. On this point the chancellor 
said, with particular emphasis: 

“We all agree that our food supplies 
are sufficient, that the only important 
question is distribution. The economic 
unit stretching from Arras into Meso- 
potamia cannot be crushed.” 

Plenty of Copper. 

As to copper, the chancellor declared, 
Germany had immense stores, sufficient 
for years and years. He spoke of 
Germany's success in producing sub- 
stitutes for certain articles, such as 
rubber. 

Referring to the discussion whether 
Germany’s enemies would be able to 
bring greatly superior forces into the 
field, the chancellor mentioned the fact 
that France already has called to the 
colors the class of 1917, bringing into 
the war youths under the usual mili- 
tary age: 

The chancellor referred to the charge 
that members of the crew of a German 
submarine had been shot while defense- 
less by the crew of the British patrol 
boat Baralong, and said the English 
press had concealed the fact of this 
case from the nation.

Mrs. Howard Heads Auxil iary 


— ——— 


Training School 


Mrs. George Howard was unanimous- 
ly elected president, and Mrs. Charles 
Dunbar Roy. vice president of the aux- 
iliary to the Georgia Training School 
for Girls, the organization initiated 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock at a 
meeting at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Preston Arkwright, in Druid Hills. 
Sixty of Atlanta's most rrominent wom- 
en are enrolled as members, and their 
work will commence at once. 

The purpose of the organization is to 
act as a moral influence to an institu- 
tion the state maintains for the aid, 
direction and uplift of girl children 
who have been led astray, who are not 
morally responsible, or who need the 
protection of the state where the home 
has failed. f 

The needs of the home are a daily 
record in the courts of the state, and 
the work of the home in two years’ 
time shows the worthiness of the ‘n- 
stitution in the record cf the inmates, 
who, after a new insight into ‘the life 
which is imparted to them in the home, 
have gone forth, not only as self-re- 
specting themselves, but missionaries 
among other girls. 

“But even with the state’s aid to the 
girl children who need it, and the. effi- 
ciency of the good Women in charge, 
the institution needs the moral influ- 
ence and the encouragement that the 
interests of others can give,” explained 
Wilmer Moore, chairman of the ‘board 
of trustees, at the meeting yesterday. 

“They need contact with good wom- 
en on-the outside, the friendship of 
whom will inspire and stimulate more 
than any other influence. 

“IT have noted the world-wide com- 
mendation of the movement of god- 
mothers for the soldiers,” said Mr. 
Moore. “If it means something to these 
young soldiers who are giving service 
to their country, who are serving a 
noble cause, how much more it must 
mean to the young spirits who so often 
feel the world is turned against them, 
to have godmothers and kindly friends 
remembering them! 

“I know there are those who have 
no faith in the reform, such as this 
home represents, but I have never 
known any man or woman to go to the 
Georgia Training School for Girls and 
seeing the children there without feel- 
ing that it represents one of the 
state’s most protective institutions.

POSTMASTER MAKES 
PLEA. TO THE PUBLIC | 


“Early shopping and early ue, 
are based on the same reasoning,” said 
Postmaster Bolling H. Jones. “Early 
mailing of Christmas packages will be 
particularly necessary this year be- 
cause the postoffice business of each 
succeeding day now averages $500 in 
revenues in excess of last year.

HUNGARIAN PREMIER SAYS PEACE 
DEPENDS ON ENTENTE POWERS 


Budapest, December 8.— (Via London, 
December 9.)—Count Tisza, the Hun- 
garian premier, in his speech at the 
latest session ot parliament, invited 
Rumania to resume friendly relations 
with Austria-Hungary and in closing 
adverted to the prospects of peace, 
which, it is helieved, probably fore- 
Shadows a declaration in the reich- 
stag tomorrow by Dr. von Bethmann- 
pede German imperial chancellor. 
Regarding peace Count Tisza said: 

“When peace shall come depends ex- 
clusively upon our enemies. The longer 
they are in reaching the conviction 
that a further continuance of the war 
means useless and criminal bloodshed 
the greater the victories we will win 
until that conviction - emerges. The 
greater the sacrifice this war lays upon 
us all the more severe will the peace 
terms be for our enemies.” 

Referring to Greece the premier said: 

“We must fully recognize the present 
difficult position in which Greece is 
placed. n the other hand we must so 
shape events that Greece in peace times 
can assume such a position as natural- 
ly belongs to her.” 

Count Tisza said he thought that Bul- 
garia’s attachment to the central pow- 
ers gave Rumania no cause for anx- 
iety.

Paris, December 9.—To accommodate 
the increasing number of blind soldiers, 
the Quinze-Vingts Institution: for the 
Sightless, founded by Sainte Louis, has 
been enlarged by an annext, a former 
convent, which is called the Convales- 
cent home. There are at present 145 in- 
mates of the annex. hey are sent 
here from all parts of France, even be- 
fore they are allowed to go home. Ex-

CHINESE WOMEN WORK 


IN MONARCHY CAMPAIGN 


Activity of Number of School 
Mistresses Rouses Anti- 
Suffragettes. ~ 


Pekin, December 9 —¢Correspondence 
of the Associated Press. —-Chinese wom~ 
en have entered itno the monarchical 
movement with a vehemence which 
would do credit to Mrs. Pankhurst and 
her most aggressive followers. Miss An 
Shiang-sun and twenty-eight of her 
supporters, chiefly school mistresses, 
set the ball rolling in Pekin by issuing 
a manifesto urging the women of China 
to participate in the movement to re- 
store the monarchy. : 

This manifesto immediately called 
forth a protest from a large body of 
women anti-suffragists, who deplored 
the effort to involve women in the po- 
litical movement. These protestants 
not only denouneed the attempt to en- 
list women in the political: agitation, 
but were harsh in their criticism of 
the monarchical movement, They de- 
clare that the men who were attempt- 
ing to restore the monarchy “expect 


to receive some rich reward, such as 


titles of nobility from the new gov- 
ernment for their services.” Their pro- 
test then inquired What motives have 
actuated a section of our women to 
participate in this campaign? Do they 
aspire for a space in the new emper- 
or’s harem as consorts or malid-of- 
honor?” 

These protesting women urged that

The views of Miss An Shiang-eun and 
her followers are set forth in the fol- 
lowing petition: / 

‘Since the Chou An Hui made its ap- 
pearance, the cry for a constitutional 
monarchy has echoed from ‘the lips, 
body’ and the whole country 
has responded to the call. From mere 
theoretical study of the question, the 
movement has matertalized into a prac- 
tical campaign. People in every walk of 
life have raised their voices in favor of 
a monarchy. But to our great disap- 
pointment, not a single word has been 
uttered by our women, nor has there 
been a single one among our ‘sisters’ 
who has followed the lead of the men 
in this movement. And the men en- 
gaged in the campaign have also 
omitted to remind the women of the 
country of their neglect of duty. Are 
not we women citizens also of this 
eountry? Do men think that we women 
ought to be excluded from participat- 
ing in such a momentous movement as 
the one that is new leading us all to 
the foot.of a throne? 

‘According to the constitutional com- 
pact, the sovereignty of the country 
is vested in the people of the whole 
country. The people of the whole 
country’ naturally means the people of 
both sexes. Out of the 400,000,000 peo- 
ple, half are women. we let the 
men alone promote this movement, not 
only will the ‘movement be incomplete, 
but it will seem that men alone are en- 
titled to rights that belong equally to 
women. If our women do not under- 
stand the importance of this, it may be 
due to sheer ignorance; but if some of 
them understand, yet remain inactive 
and indifferent to the movement, they 
will be guilty of neglecting their duty 
to the country. 

“We admit that the intelligence of 


frail constitution and 


the mass of our women is still at a 
very low standard, but they have the 


same interest in the country and have 
the same desire for the safety of their 
person and property as the men. Why 
should we women remain passive with- 
out raising a hand to support the 
movement? Being women, we are of 
limited educa- 
tion, yet we.haye been macy of con- 
cerned with the unsettled conditions of 
the country and cannot but express our 
anxiety for its welfare. 
hoped that the ‘two hundred million 
women’ of this country will awaken to 
the importance of their duty and fol- 
low the ba veg the patriotic men by 
petitioning the government for the 
restoration of a monarchy.” 

Vernacular papers contain reports 
of associations of women organizing in 
various Chinese cities, and there are 
repeated efforts of the rival organiza- 
tions to discount each other's strength. 
Apparently there is little fear ot libel 
in the Chinese papers. as communica- 
tions are printed w=iich make direct 
attacks on the personal character of 
women leaders.

Arriving at an outbuilding where 
baskets were being made, Minister 
Malvy questioned some of the workers 
whose laughter was interrupted by in- 
troductions. One of the youngest of 
the blind men, a soldier from the 
Vosges, was here and he was the gay- 
est. His affliction he bore lightly and 
smilingly declared it to be a “souvenir 
of the Germans,” then adding, “I have 
done my duty. Iam content.” 

One of the large rooms at the in- 
stitution is used for the teaching of 
massaging. Blind masseurs are in con- 
siderable demand, and here with blind 
comrades for subjects they are being 
rapidly trained to make their own liv- 
ing. Other parts of the institution 
are devoted to teaching of reading and 
writing. 

“One of our first objects is to teach 
these most deserving wards of the 
nation the pleasure of existence,“ said 
Monsieur Brisac, who exercises a sort 
of parental care over them. 

The home is so agreeable that some 
do not want to leave it even to be 
with their families. There. are sev- 
eral cases of men who left it and asked 
to come back, where they felt the sur- 
roundings more cheerful and agreeable.
